Both Branches At Once 


Adjourned in Memory 


Of Allison 


Cannon At The Opening Of Congress^ 


£ 
And Members Who Are Revising Tariff

Washington. Dec. 7 —Promptly at 


noon today Representative Joseph G. 
Cannon of Illinois let fall the gavel 
that is the outward symbol of his 
authority as speaker of the house of 
representatives, and 
announced in 


his usual short, sharp tones that the 
members 
of 
the 
house 
would 


come 
to 
order. As 
he 
did 
so 


the voices of the legislators, blended 
in a babel of discussion that 
filled 


the 
immense 
hall, were suddenly 


stilled, and they awaited in reverent 
silence the opening prayer of Chap- 
lain Coudeu. 
\Vhile this scene was 


being enacted in one - end of the 
capitol 
another 
very 
similar, but 


on 
a 
very 
much 
smaller 
scale, 


took place at the other end at the 
same minute as the senate was sum- 
moned from its private conversation 
to public business by the voice- of 
Vice President Fairbanks. 


Following the divine invocation in 


the two houses there were the usual 
scenes of the swearing 
in of new 


members, escorted up to the seats of 
the presiding officers 
by their col- 


leagues. As the present session is the 
second session of the Sixtieth con- 
gress, no organization was necessary. 
Speaker Cannon retaining his author 
Uy by virtue of his former election 
and Mr. Fairbanks as ex oflicio pre- 
siding officer of the senate. The only 
changes that will be made are those 
in the committees, made 
necessary 


by deaths and resignations. 


Death Causes Adjournment. 


Today's 
session was very short. 


After the absolutely necessary busi- 
ness was transacted the two houses 
adjourned for the day in order to pay 
proper tribute to the memory of the 
late Senator Allison of Iowa. His 
successor, Albert B. Cumraius, was 
sworn in today. 


Before the house wj>s called to or- 


der the crowds of visitors that filled 
the gallery spent the time of waiting 
by singling out for comment well 
known members. The latter seeming- 
ly paid no attention to these com- 
ments, which reached them, if at all, 
only in confused murmurs, and circu- 
lated among their colleagues, renew- 
ing 
old friendships, congratulating 


those whose efforts had lesulted in 
success at the polls, and condoling 
•with those who were elected 
last 


month to remain at home. 
Promi- 


nent among the men "who were the 
recipients of the latter mournful at- 
tention could be marked Representa- 
tives Hepburn of Iowa and Landis 
and Overstreet of Indiana, erstwhile 
leaders on the Republican side of the 
house. Judging from their outward 
appearance, however, 
these three, 


with the other unsuccessful 
candi- 


dates for re-election, bore theii dis- 
appointment with cheerfulness. Their 
demeanor 
seemed to indicate that 


failure to obtain re-election to the 
house could be regarded in souse 
lights as being far from a calamity. 


On the Democratic side the men 


who attracted the greatest amount of 
notice were John Sharp \V51Hums of 
Mississippi, who has relinquished lite 
post of representative of the house 
minority in view of his election to a 
seat in the senate, and Champ Clark, 
leader of the house Democrats. Each 
man was made the center of a group 
of hte party colleagues.discussincr the 
chances 
of 
fighting 
successfully 


against the strong Republican major- 
ity in the house. Fewer Democrats 
than Republicans s.iffered defeat la.-t 
month, the Republican majority be- 
ing cut down, but the change will 
not affect the present session. 


Tomorrow the house and senate 


will listen to the reading of the presi- 
dent's message, after which adjourn 
meat will be taken in order to per- 
mit of organization for actual work.

First Hand Knowledge of Slovac 
Races In Europe—To Become Secre- 
taries In Coal Mining Regions. 
Dr. E. A. Stcincr of Iowa college. 


Orinuell, la., author of the mo«t inter- 
esting books, iu print which give the 
intimate story of the EuroiKjan iumii- 
jgrant to America, lately lauded in 
! New York from Europe, where be loci 
I a party of receut college graduates 
I from Texas to Pennsylvania in a 
[study of the immigrant in his home. 
I The meu were sent out by the I'IMIH- 
sjlvauia state committee of Young 
Men's, Christian associations to spend 
a year abroad, ou their return to take 
positions as general secretaries of 
Young Men's Christian associations in 
the coal mining regions of that state. 


Their trip became a missionary j.uir- 


ney from the start. 
With their popu- 


lar songs and h.vrnus. unbounded stood 
natiire and unobtrusive interest in ev- 
erybody, they made their influence 
wholesomely felt. When ou the -treet-! 
of Ilotterdam a younjr man greeted 
them wiih these words: "Koy«. \ou 
were a godsend lo me. 1 came on 
board ship drunk after a terrible spree, 
and 1 want ty tell you that your life 
in the steerage has made such an im- 
pression upon me that when,! return 
to ih« Sfatc-5 i wNh to join the Y. M. 
r. A." 


Their plan was to discard railroad*. 


»o they bought bicycles and wheeled 
up the Rhine and peduU>d up the C'.-tr- 
pathiau mountains to get into close 
touch at the source with tho vast 
stream of humanity which is pnurmsr 
into their native land. 


Under the lead of Dr. Sioiner. who 


was born iu Austria and command*; 
nearly a dozen European languages 
and dialects, the college "bo\V stud- 
ied rhe language, customs and coun- 
try, worked in the harvest fields and 
gathered fruit in the orchards with 
the peasants, learned the villagers' 
folk bongs in the evening and in their 
turn sang the college and church 
hymns. They found a friend iu ev-

tield of Pennsylvania. 
Other such 


trnining expeditious directed by Dr. 
Ssteiuer will undoubtedly follow. The 
students will spend the balance of the 
year Jn Europe with the Bulgarians, 
Lithuanians, Austriuns and in llalj. 
from which countries come the great- 
er bulk of the immigrants to America. 


The international and world commit- 


tees of the Y. M. C. A. are stationing 
men at the great ports of debarkation 
of the old world, who are distribut- 
ing literature about America and in- 
troductions of the Y. M. C. A.'s in 
seventeen different languages—a part 
In a chain of influence beginning from 
the distant interior towns and continu- 
ing from the ports of sailing, possibly 
including later trained association secre- 
taries who will sail with the immigrants 
in the steerage. Immigrants are now 
met at the ports of New York. Montreal. 
Boston and Philadelphia by secreta- 
ries and Introduced to branch asso- 
ciations throughout the country as far 
west as the mining camp of Taft. 
Mont.; a construction camp in Iloslyn. 
Wash.; the copper mines of Arizona 
and lumber camps of Louisiana. Dr. 
Steiner snid: "The people marveled 
that there was not a money making 
scheme back of the enterprise, but 
most of all that none of the college 
fellows drank even the fight beer of 
the country or smoked and at their 
purity and simplicity of lify as well 
as their physical vigor.
